FIFTH FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 

Issued by Department 

Government cf Alberta, 

Edmonten, July 16, 1927 


Crops throuzhout the province have 
continued to make rapid growth dur- 
ing the past two weeks and condi- 
tions generally are regarded as very 
satisfactory, according to reports 


reaching the Department of Agricul- | 


ture. Precipitation in most districts 
has been sufficient to put the soil in 
better condition in this regard than 
it he- been at this season for a num- 
her of years, and only in very few 
low-lyiog fields has the abundance of 
moisture done any damage to the, 
growing crop. 

Early wheat is heating rapidly in 
many sections of the province. It is 
estimated that fuliy twenty-five per 
cent. of wheat is 'n head and heads 
are showing in many fields of oats 
and barley. kxceptionally heavy 
stands of all 
throughout the province, crops having 
stooled well under ideal moisture 
conditions. 

Damage from hail over the prov- 
ince so far has no* been heavy. Local 
storms in a nu:iber of districts have 
left their mark, but losses from this 
cause have not been of a wide-spread 
nature. Insect damage appears to 
be very slight this season. 
northern districts wireworms have 
injured the crep n slight extent, 
but not sumciently to cause a serious

jing cleared and broken in readiness 
| for the 1928 crop.
